Letter from Syracuse. 





Oneipa Caste, N. Y., Oct. 2, 1852. 
Dear Manivus: It was my fortune yester- 
_day to be present ata very large, and very 
singular meeting which convened in the city 
of Syracuse. The Union-loving, constitu- 
tion-supporting patriots of our day, regarded 
it as of a somewhat seditious and treasonable 
character, and perhaps their estimate of it 
was not far amiss, fur it cannot be denied 
that on the Ist day of October, 1851, the peo- 
ple of Syracuse did array themselves against 
the government of the U. S., and trainpled 
under foot a Congressional enactment which 
had cost the distinguished body from which 
itemenated much thought, and much labor, 
to say nothing of the sacrifice of conscience 
and honor therein involved, did certainly 
seem like adding insult to injury. 

Tie anniversary meeting which assembled 
to commemorate the rescue of the slave 
Jerry, was indeed a singular convocatiou.— 
Men who were under indictment for the act, 
there entered their plea of “Guivry,” and 
said, with Patrick Henry, if this be treason, 
if this be rebellion, if this be a violation of 
of law, make the most of it; and the five thous- 
and who were assembled to give aid and 
supportto those who were guilty of loving 
Man more than Constitutions, Truth and 
Right more than Congressional enactments, 
re-echoed the sentiment. The spirit that 
rescued Jerry, and which so convincingly 
disciplined ihe U.S. officials, was very much 
like the spiritin which the Quakers recom- 
mend their Discipline be enforeed—* with-

| LT have been informed that Jerry was by 
| no means the most reputable citizen of Sy- 


that ¢his was one reason, if not the principal 
one, Why Jerry was selected as the victim 
under the fugitive law. But when he was 
seized, the people forgot what he had been, 
they forgot to remember the moral disfigure- 
ments that slavery had wrought upon his 
character; they saw him only as the repre- 
sentative of a principle, and they rescued— 
uot Jerry, but humanity in the person of 
Jerry. The even'ts of October Ist, 1851, 
elevated him toa grand and glorious position ; 
and the result, l am told, has been benefic- 
ial to his own character. From information 
lately received, it appears le is engaged in 
a reputable business in Canada, and is doing 
well for himself. Mr. Wheaton, of Syracuse, 
who is now building a spacious Hail in that 
city, which will seat over two thousand per- 
sons, and which, by the way, isto be called 
“ Jerry Hay,” has recently received a to- 
ken of remembrance from him in the form 
of alarge hickory cane, with an immense 
Buck horn head. It was exhibited at the 
meeting, and was stated to be designed for 
service, though whether in some other Jerry 
case, or as an aid in walking, was not men- 
tioned. 

The general feeling of the convention was, 
that the Jerry rescue should be celebrated 
every year. That asa signal triumph over 
the slave power, even though clothed with 
official authority—as a successful appeal 
from the government to the people, it was 
worthy of all commemoration until every 
slave in the land should be free—until there 
was no oiler Jerry to be rescued.
